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REMARKS 

Claims 1-15 are presently pending in the application. Claims 8-15 arc allowed. 
Applicant has amended claims 14 and 15, as suggested by the Examiner, to overcome the 
objections. 

Claims 1-4 and 6 were rejected under §103 over Hayami in view of Kozyra. Claims 1-4, 
6 and 7 were rejected under §103 over Kuhn in view of Kozyra. The rejections are improper for 
at least two reasons. Hist, the references fail to disclose all of the claimed features. Second, 
there is no motivation to modify the base reference with Kozyra. 

Neither of the base references disclose the claimed 4< bearing hub assembly [with] brake 
attachment features supporting a brake caliper by a fourth fastener." The Examiner relies upon 
Kozyra to provide these missing limitations. The Examiner argues that these features are met by 
elements 16, 30 and 56. This is not accurate or supported by the teachings of Kozyra. Element 
16 is a brake assembly in Kozyra. The clement 14 is a hub and bearing assembly, which is 
specifically taught by Kozyra. Figure 1 of Kozyra clearly illustrates that the caliper 30 is secured 
to a torque plate 24 at caliper support arms 26 by fasteners 56. Significantly, the caliper 30 is not 
secured to the hub and bearing assembly 14. Accordingly, the claimed features recited above are 
not provided in Kozyra, and the combination cannot render claim 1 obvious. 

Applicant disagrees with the Examiner's contention that Kozyra teaches that it is "old 
and well known" in the art that brakes are attached to bearing hub assemblies for allowing the 
vehicle to stop. As argued above, Kozyra docs not teach that the brakes are attached to the 
bearing hub assemblies. With regard to the Examiner's comment that "Kozyra teachfes] one of 
the many possible ways to provide brake attachment features on the bearing hub assembly," 
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possibilities are insufficient to establish a prima facie case of obviousness. Instead, the Examiner 
must establish that the art would motivate one of ordinary skill to modify the teachings of the 
base reference to provide the claimed elements. Picking and choosing elements from the art to 
illustrate Lhat the claimed structure is possible docs not provide a prima facie case of 
obviousness.
